50. whether Devout, or whe- 
cher thoſe Careleſs ones that are at caſe, as - 
well as by the Rabble in the Text. 

And why ſhouJd we think much, if we re- . 
ceive alike oppoſition ? whilſt [to urge __ 
or- 
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forwards ) we have ſome Feſuitical Adverſa- 
ries , who value each their parts and (hol as 
competent to govern a whole Kingdom :. 

And others kept ſo:1o'v, as by a bare Mo- 
naſtique allowance, or-Contribution trompri- 
-vate Purſes. 

If zbeſe ſhare not only our Livings in e914- 
gination and hope, but the Kingdom allo, as 
that which they accompt the Pope their Ma- 
ſters, vere bortus deliciarum? tor thither thoſe 
think it ſhould Revert, while others expe& 
it as a reward for their-zeal, as it was in the 
late times of Sequeſtration. | 

Add to thele Arguments -the natural 
Sloath of the World, the tedrouſneſs of any 
good which hath Jong continued. How a 
fighting humour is ſtill maintained againſt 
thoſe who ot-vie in power them that ſet a 
great value on themſelves. 

As did -he who acknowledged the Ob-

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But if theſe be the cauſes be why they quarrel 
at us, they do us that advantage that. we 
hereby become more like to our Great Maſter. 

2dly. Nay karn to go on more- vigorouſly. 
The more the World rageth, and makes a 
murmur , the greater need is there of a Re: 
formation of it.

Labour ſtill to give no jw cauſe. of 
clamour againſt us. 

Tf.our principles be good, there is a good - 
hope al will be well. | 

Though yet for lack of doing. well, we 
may damn our ſelyes while we ſave others, as 
Brands ſ{natcht out of the Fire. 

Some Divines do obſerve that there never 
yet fell Storm upon the Church,the Vapours ; 
whereof were not: firſt noted to ariſe from 
coldneſs of affection, and backwardneſs in du-: 
ties of Service towardsGod...

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If ſo there is a probability for every Min- 
cah that is diſporged upon us; and if there be 
10 {ſmoak of a hard CharaQter, but where there 
is ſome fire of 1} deſerving, we may thank our 

ſelves if our Reputation be incommodated, 
The Apoſtles /ived innocently. 

And for Dodtrin , they but vindicated old 
Truths wrapt up in the Scriptares, and dark- 
ned by the bad glofles of Jewiſh DoRors. 
And if any diſcovery was new, their Miracles 
atteſted the T ruth of the Revelation.
